Athletic  Director 

Women's  Basketball  & 

Softball  Coach 

Serving  the  college  as  athletic  director  since  1 989,Gwyn 
Young  has  been  head  coach  of  the  Lady  Wolves  basketball 
team  for  16  years.  Since  coming  to  Co-Lin,  he  has  seen  his 
team  win  title  after  title  and  has  compiled  a  record  of  299  wins 
and  1 1 0  losses. 

Capturing  the  south  division  tournament  title  in  1 991 ,  the 
Lady  Wolves  have  won  the  same  title  in  1983,  1984,  1985, 
1986,  and  1990.  South  division  regular  season  crowns  have 
been  won  nine  different  times  including  1976,  1982,  1983, 
1985,  1986,  1988,  1989,  1990,  and  1991. 

Young  was  named  Region  23  Coach  of  the  Year  in  1 989 
when  his  team  won  the  region  championship  and  went  on  to 
place  fourth  in  the  National  Junior  College  Athletic  Associa- 
tion Tournament.  Young  has  been  named  a  Clarion-Ledger 
Coach  of  the  Year  for  Junior  Colleges,  and  he  has  coached 
the  Mississippi  Junior  College  All-Star  Game  three  years. 

Also  employed  at  Co-Lin  as  a  mathematics  instructor, 
Young  extends  his  coaching  abilities  in  the  spring  to  include 
women's  softball.  Before  coming  to  the  college,  he  coached 
at  Brookhaven  High  School.

In  the  spring  of  1991 ,  the  Wolves  tennis  team  came  within  a  single  point  of  capturing  an 
unprecedented  third  consecutive  state/regional  championship,  finishing  as  runner-up.  Coach 
Mike  Mclntyre's  squad  also  extended  its  state-record  unbeaten  string  to  68  dual  match  wins 
(over  four  seasons),  before  suffering  its  only  loss  in  April.  The  Wolves  finished  18-1  for  the 
season,  extending  Mclntyre's  13  season  career  record  to  200-18,  en  route  to  their  sixth  trip  to 
the  NJCAA  nationals  in  Texas. 

A  USPTR-certified  teaching  professional,  Mclntyre  has  been  named  "Coach  of  the  Year"  four 
times  and  has  seen  his  Wolves  win  five  state  and  four  regional  titles,  plus  1 6  other  team  honors.  He 
has  had  five  teams  ranked  in  the  national  'lop  20."  The  1 990  team  is  still  the  only  Mississippi  team 
to  ever  finish  in  the  "top  1 0"  at  the  NJCAA  nationals. 

Mclntyre  also  serves  as  business  division  chairman  and  teaches  economics.  He  earned  his 
associate  of  arts  degree  from  Copiah-Lincoln,  and  his  bachelor  of  science  and  master  of  business 
administration  degrees  from  the  University  of  Southern  Mississippi.  He  has  done  additional  work  at 
USM,  Mississippi  College,  Memphis  State  University,  University  of  Utah,  University  of  South 
Carolina,  University  of  Texas-Arlington,  and  Dennis  Van  der  Meer's  Tennis  University.

She  graduated  from  Cleveland  High  School 
in  1969  and  received  her  bachelor's  degree  in 
library  science  from  Mississippi  State  Univer- 
sity. She  then  went  on  to  complete  a  master  of 
library  science  degree  at  the  University  of  Ala- 
bama and  an  education  specialist  degree  at 
MSU.  Mrs.  Bradberry  did  additional  work  at 


Delta  State  University.

Thames  said  of  Mrs.  Bradberry, 
"Ann  was  a  lovely  person,  a  tal- 
ented person,  and  she  did  a  fine  job 
in  her  work  at  Co-Lin.  She  was 
dedicated  to  her  family  and  helped 
people  she  came  in  contact  with." 
In  additionto  herhusband,  Mrs. 
Bradberry  is  survived  by  a  son,  Bo; 
twin  daughters,  Laura  Catherine  and 
Ann  Elizabeth  "Libby";  her  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Ford  Dickerson  of  Cleveland;  and  a  brother,  Mike 
Dickerson  of  Vicksburg.

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Wolfpack  fielding  "big  linemen' 


What  started  out  as  a  bad  omen  for 
last  season's  Co-Lin  Wolfpack  may  turn 
out  to  be  its  strongest  asset  this  year. 

The  offensive  line  of  the  previous 
season  got  off  to  a  rocky  start,  but  man- 
aged to  pull  its  act  together  and  aid  the 
1990  Wolves  in  capturing  a  berth  in  the 
first  round  of  the  state  playoffs. 

And,  with  most  of  the  linemen  re- 
turning for  a  second  year,  the  team  should 
be  able  to  produce  a  solid  offensive 
attack. 

Not  only  will  several  offensive  play- 
ers show  up  on  the  line  again  this  year, 
but  Head  Coach  Randall  Bradberry  said 
the  Wolves  have  also  signed  some  "big 
linemen"  to  fill  the  vacated  spots. 

A  prime  example  is  Ja  Ja  Dawson  of 
Bessemer,  Ala.,  which  Coach  Bradberry 


calls  "one  of  the  largest."  He  stands 
6 '4",  and  weighs  in  at  360. 

Another  guiding  light  will  be  the 
sophomore  quarterback  ability  of  Allen 
Thomas  of  Bartow,  Fla.,  and  Tim  Price 
of  Hazlehurst.  Both  saw  action  in  that 
position  during  the  1990  season. 

Also  returning  on  offense  will  be 
offensive  linemen  Raymond  Batiste, 
6'4"-295,  and  Keith  Verucchi,  6'2"-220; 
tight  end  Mitch  Holloway,  6'2"-225; 
wide  receivers  Scot  Harris,  5 '7"- 165, 
Anthony  Mosby,  5'11"-170,  and  Aaron 
Owens,  6 '2"- 180;  running  back  Tony 
Smith,  5 '9"- 185;  and  kicker  Greg 
Scoggins,  6'0"-190. 

Back  for  another  year  with  the 
Wolves  on  the  defensive  side  are  line- 
backers Marty  McWilliams,  6'3"-215, 


and  Sean  Yeldon,  5'  1 1"-220;  defensive 
backs  Jasper  Matthews,  5' 11"- 170,  and 
Tyrone  Perry,  5 '  11 "- 1 90;  and  defensive 
lineman  Kevin  Jackson,  6'2"-225. 

Coach  Bradberry  said  that  it  is  too 
early  to  predict  just  what  the  season 
holds  for  Co-Lin,  but  that  he  is  working 
with  a  good  group  with  good  attitudes. 

"We've  still  got  some  holes  to  fill  on 
both  the  offensive  and  defensive  sides  of 
the  ball,"  he  said. 

When  speaking  of  holes,  Bradberry 
is  reflecting  on  the  ability  of  last  year's 
quarterback  James  Davis  and  defensive 
players  ChaucerFunchess  and  Steve  Ses- 
sion. 

"We'll  not  only  miss  them  as  out- 
standing players,  but  also  as  good  lead- 
ers," Bradberry  said.

Practicing  consistently  throughout 
the  summer  months,  the  Copiah-Lincoln 
cheerleaders  feel  they  have  the  poten- 
tial to  be  one  of  the  best  squads  ever  at 
the  college. 

Jennifer  Patrick  of  Mendenhall,  co- 
head  cheerleader,  said  of  this  year's 
group,  "Ability  wise,  we  are  much  stron- 
ger than  last  year's  squad."

While  the  squad  is  currently  prepar- 
ing themselves  for  the  football  season,

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Patrick  is  quick  to  point  out  that  football 
games  are  not  all  that's  involved  in  being 
a  Co-Lin  cheerleader. 

She  said,  "We  have  to  prepare  for 
fall  pep  rallies  too,  and  this  is  probably 
the  hardest  part  of  our  job." 

Patrick  claims  that  the  easiest  and 
most  pleasant  part  of  their  work  is  get- 
ting to  know  each  other. 

"We  are  all  getting  along  with  each 
other  so  well,"  she  said. 

Along  with  pep  rallies,  the  group 
spends  much  of  its  time  making  signs, 
cheering  at  basketball  games,  and  hold- 
ing fund-raisers  such  as  the  junior  high 
camp  they  sponsored  this  summer.

According  to  Patrick,  cheerleaders 
receive  a  $250  scholarship  each  semes- 
ter for  their  efforts,  plus  "we  get  a  lot  of 
satisfaction  out  of  rousing  the  fans  in  the 
crowd."

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College  hires  assistant  band  director, 
improvements  visible  in  fall  show 


Several  improvements  should  be  visible 
in  the  1 991  "Blue  Wave"  band  at  Copiah- 
Lincoln  as  it  marches  approximately  90  mem- 
bers onto  the  field  for  football  season. 

With  the  addition  of  Steve  Barnett  as 
assistant  band  director  this  year,  change 
should  be  evident  in  the  band's  percussion 
section. 

Band  director  Stanley  Stewart  said  of 
the  new  staff  member,  'This  is  the  first  full- 
time  percussion  instructor  we've  had."

With  only  one  starter  returning  from  last 
year's  south  division  championship  team,

"We're  going  to  be  much  more  physical, 
especially  in  the  postposition,  and  we're  going  to 
have  a  more  balanced  attack  offensively,"  John- 
son said. 

He  continued,  "We  depended  heavily  on  a 
few  players  last  season  and  that  won'tbe  the  case 
this  year."

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Wolfpack  baseball... 

Outfielders  return,  newcomers  look  'solid' 


The  1991  baseball  Wolves  produced 
numerous  highlights,  including  some  early 
season  offensive  fireworks,  but  never  seemed 
to  have  all  of  the  puzzle  pieces  together  on 
the  same  day  as  they  worked  through  an 
inconsistent  season. 

The  Co-Lin  offense  exploded  out  of  the 
blocks  to  start  the  season,  with  a  team  bat- 
ting average  well  over  .350  in  the  early  going. 
The  biggest  blast  came  in  an  early  double- 
header  with  East  Central,  when  the  Wolves 
banged  out  8  homeruns,  including  three  by 
sophomore  first  baseman  Chris  Mire.  Through 
the  first  twelve  games,  the  Wolves  hit  21 
home  runs.  The  offensive  fireworks  did  even- 
tually run  out  though,  and  the  Co-Lin  bats 
gradually  cooled  through  the  season  tofinish 
with  a  still  respectable  .289  team  batting 
average. 

Meanwhile,  the  Co-Lin  pitching  was  pro- 
ducing just  the  opposite  results.  The  pitchers 
struggled  only,  but  then  hit  stride  about  mid- 
season.  The  starting  rotation  of  sophomore 
Roger  Hunkapillar  and  Joey  Landry,  and 
freshmen  Tom  Dickinson  and  Bubba 
Matherne  produced  many  "quality  starts" 
during  the  second  half.  Hunkapillar,  inserted 
into  the  rotation  about  mid-season,  accom- 
plished the  rare  feat  of  pitching  a  complete 
game  every  time  out.  The  Wolves  did  find 
pitching  consistency  from  reliever  Bryan  Jack- 
son. The  Natchez  freshman  was  4-0  with  a 
team  best  3.30  E.R.A.  out  of  the  bull  pen. 

Leading  the  Wolves  throughout  the  year 
was  the  versatile  Hunkapillar.  The  Hazlehurst 
native  saw  action  at  four  positions  -  second 
base,  shortstop,  third  base,  and  left  field  -  in 
addition  to  his  pitching  duties.  He  led-the 
team  at  the  plate,  hitting  .423,  with  52  hits,  1 3 
doubles,  5  home  runs,  and  29  RBI's  -  all  team 
highs.  At  season's  end,  Hunkapillar  was 
named  to  the  South  Division  All-State  team, 
and  his  efforts  earned  him  a  scholarship  to 
Southern  Mississippi,  where  he  is  scheduled 
to  be  a  member  of  the  Golden  Eagle  pitching 
staff. 

Graduation,  while  taking  only  5  players, 
has  robbed  the  Wolves  of  the  heart  of  their 
offense.  Gone  are  Hunkapillar,  Mire,  Landry, 
third  baseman  Matt  McGee,  and  designated 
hitter  Jody  Herring.  Gone  with  them  are  145 
hits,  19  home  runs,  and  107  RBI's. 

For  '92,  sixth-year  coach  Steve 
Blackmon  returns  his  outfield  in  tactfrom  '91 , 
and  has  a  host  of  solid  newcomers  on  tap  to 
help  rebuild  the  infield,  pitching,  and  catch- 
ing. Ralph  Prejean  and  Amie  Green  return  in 
center  and  right  field,  respectively  along  with 
Todd  Cary  and  John  Shoemake,  who  split 
time  in  left  field.  Also  back  is  Lance  Daley, 
who  started  the  year  in  left  field  but  broke  his 
hand  in  the  second  game  of  the  season. 

Brookhaven  native  Norman  Woodard 


also  joins  the  Wolves  after  transferring  from 
Alcorn  State. 

Dickinson,  Matherne,  and  Jackson  pro- 
vide a  solid  anchor  to  the  pitching  staff  and 
are  joined  this  year  by  five  strong-armed 
freshmen.  From  Louisiana  comes  Scott  Grif- 
fin (Galliano),  Kennon  Lavergne  (Opelousas), 
and  Brennan  Jarreau  (New  Roads).  Closer 
to  home,  Joey  Durr  and  Mo  Davis,  both  from 
Lawrence  County  High  School,  also  join  the 
pitching  staff.  Daley  &  Woodard  also  could 
be  used  as  relievers  and  Blackmon  expects 
to  add  several  pitchers  from  walk-ons  during 
fall  practice. 

In  the  infield  the  Wolves  return  experi- 
ence only  at  first  base.  Cary  and  Dusty  Trout 
both  saw  limited  action  there  last  year,  and 
will  be  joined  there  by  Lawrence  County's 
Johnny  Van  Hoose,  an  All-State  performer 
for  Coach  Tony  Davis  last  year.  The  middle 
infield  could  be  a  wild  scramble  in  the  fall. 
Davis,  Griffin,  and  Lavergne  all  play  in  the 
middle  and  several  second  base  candidates 
will  walk  on.  Durr  brings  a  solid  glove  to  third 
base,  and  probably  will  be  joined  there  by 
sophomore  Brad  Ratcliff,  who  worked  be- 
hind the  plate  for  the  Wolves  last  year. 

Catching  duties  should  be  handled  by 
two  newcomers,  Jason  Watts  of  Loyd  Star 
and  Ron  Rushing  from  Natchez.  Both  bring 
strong  arms  and  solid  defense  to  the  posi- 
tion. 

Fall  practice  will  run  September  and 
October,  including  the  third  annual  Blue- 


Gray  intra-squad  game  on  Homecoming 
Saturday,  and  the  regular  season  begins  on 
February  21,  when  the  Wolves  host  Clarke 
College.

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Tennis  team  finishes  1991  season 
as  state/regional  runner-up 


"In  my  thirteen  years  of  coaching  at  Co- 
Lin,  I've  never  been  prouder  of  a  tennis 
team,"  said  Coach  Mike  Mel n tyre. 

"When  it  comes  to  putting  their  hearts 
into  it,  this  '91  team  tops  the  list  in  my  book," 
he  said. 

Entering  the  rainy  MACJC  State/NJCAA 
Region  23  tournament  in  Tupelo  in  the  unfa- 
miliar role  as  underdog  to  favored  Hinds,  the 
Wolves  were  hoping  to  make  history.  With 
back-to-back  titles  in  '89  and  '90,  Co-Lin  was 
attempting  to  win  a  third  consecutive  state/ 
regional  championship  -  af  eat  never  accom- 
plished in  Mississippi  JUCO  tennis. 

The  Wolves  took  the  Eagles  to  the  wall, 
scrambling  into  seven  of  the  nine  bracket 
finals,  and  coming  within  one  single  shot 
(literally)  of  the  team  title. 

Leading  the  pack's  assault  was  sopho- 
more Corey  Verrett  of  Morgan  City,  La.,  who 
made  a  little  history  for  himself.  Verrett  cap- 
tured the  #1  singles  title  and  combined  with 
Natchez  freshman  Casey  Ham  to  win  at  #1 
doubles. 

In  two  years  at  Co-Lin,  Verrett  has  won 
four  individual  championships:  #1  singles, 
#2  singles  ('90),  and  twice  at  #1  doubles. 

"We're  so  proud  of  What  Corey  has  been 
able  to  accomplish,  both  on  the  court  and  in 
the  classroom,"  Mclntyre  said. 

In  the  championship  finals,  Verrett 
earned  the  #1  crown  by  knocking  off  South 
American  Ricardo  Rodriquezof  Hinds  6-4, 6- 
4.  Rodriquez  had  eliminated  the  top-seeded 
Johnny  Ford  of  Jones  in  the  semi. 


Hinds  picked  up  the  title  in  #2  singles. 
MCC  won  the  #3.  Quintus  Jones  of  Hinds 
squeaked  by  Brian  Porter  7-6  (8-6)  in  the  first 
set  of  the  #4  championship,  then  finished  him 
off  6-2  in  the  second. 

Jim  Hunter  and  Hinds  Craig  Peacock 
provided  what  turned  out  to  be  the 
tournament's  most  exciting  match  in  the  #5 
singles  final. 

The  championshipcame  down  to  a  third- 
set  tiebreaker  with  Hunter  serving  for  the 
match  while  ahead  in  the  breaker  6-5.  Un- 
able to  win  the  magic  seventh  point,  Hunter 
then  faced  championship  point  against  him 
at  7-6  in  the  tie-breaker. 

"It  was  incredible.  Jim  could  have  cho- 
sen to  just  push  a  shot  safely  back  into  court 
on  the  final  point,  but  he  chose  to  'crack'  a 
smoking  forehand  which  tipped  the  top  of  the 
net  and  landed  barely  six  inches  beyond  the 
baseline,  giving  Peacock  and  Hinds  the  vic- 
tory," Mclntyre  said. 

In  the  doubles  finals,  Verrett  and  Ham 
came  back  from  a  second-set  lapse  to  jump 
on  Jones' Johnny  Ford  and  Clay  Shuttleworth 
in  the  third,  taking  the  #1  crown  6-2, 1  -6, 6-3. 
Rodriquez  and  Peacock  of  Hinds  combined 
to  knock  off  Wyatt  Sharp  and  Porter  6-3,  6-2 
for  the  #2  plaques. 

The  Wolves  picked  up  their  third  title  of 
the  tournament  when  Hunter  and  Tyson 
Nelson  rebounded  from  their  singles  losses 
to  capture  the  #3  doubles  championship 
over  John  Chandler  and  David  McNair  of 
Jones  6-2,  6-2. 


Hinds  won  the  team  championship  with 
29  points  and  Co-Lin  picked  up  the  runner-up 
trophy  with  27  points.  Jones  finished  third 
with  16  points  followed  by  Northwest  15, 
Meridian  13,  Northeast  10,  Gulf  Coast  8, 
East  Central  7,  Itawamba  6,  Holmes  1 ,  South- 
west 0,  and  MS  Delta  0. 

Mclntyre  said,  "People  have  been  ask- 
ing if  we  were  disappointed  to  come  so  close. 
I'm  satisfied  that  all  six  guys  gave  us  as  much 
as  they  had  ~  although  Hinds  was  the  over- 
whelming favorite,  the  Wolfpack  gnawed  at 
them  right  through  the  last  match  on  the  final 
day.  I'm  proud  of  every  one  of  our  guys." 

As  the  top  two  teams  in  the  state/region, 
Hinds  and  Co-Lin  represented  Region  23  at 
the  NJCAA  national  tournament  in  Tyler, 
Texas,  in  May. 

The  Wolves  pulled  out  a  #21  finish  in  the 
nationals,  and  Verrett  and  Ham  picked  upthe 
only  win  in  the  main  draw  with  a  first  round 
victory  in  #1  doubles. 

They  were  eliminated  in  the  second 
round  by  the  #1  doubles  team  from  defend- 
ing national  champ  Collin  County  Commu- 
nity College  in  Texas. 

The  Wolfpack  went  on  to  pick  up  six 
victories  in  the  consolation  rounds. 

When  asked  about  the  prospects  for  the 
1991-92  school  year,  Mclntyre  said,  "Your 
guess  is  as  good  as  mine." 

Brad  Ishee,  #7  singles  player,  is  the  only 
returning  sophomore,  but  Mclntyre  said,  "I'm 
expecting  a  good  group  of  freshmen."

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Golf  course  expansion  may  become  reality 


An  additional  nine  holes  on  the  Co- 
piah-Lincoln golf  course  may  soon  be- 
come a  reality  with  the  support  of  the 
area  businesses  and  members  of  local 
communities. 

At  a  recent  meeting  in  the  Co-Lin 
cafeteria,  approximately  80  golfers  and 
businessmen  showed  their  interest  in 
expanding  the  current  nine  hole  facility. 

Alton  Greenlee,  golf  course  man- 
ager, appointed  a  committee  to  further 
investigate  the  feasibility  of  adding  the 
additional  holes.  Those  serving  on  the 
committee  are  Juele  Owens,  Henry 
Wallace,  and  Wes  Weese,  all  of 
Brookhaven;  Albert  H.  Hennington  and 
Sharon  Alexander,  both  of  Wesson;  Ken 
Forehand  and  M.C.  Cooper,  both  of 
Monticello;  and  Steve  Amos,  Hazlehurst. 

Cost  of  construction  has  been  esti- 
mated at  $74,500,  a  large  sum  when 
compared  to  the  cost  of  the  first  nine 
holes  which  was  $10,000  in  1969. 

College  President  Dr.  Billy  Thames 
saidthat  the  project  would  depend  heavily 
on  private  contributions  because  fed- 
eral, state,  and  county  funds  are  not 
available. 

He  said,  "We  can  cut  this  cost  some,

though,  through  the  use  of  our  heavy 
equipment  program  here  on  campus 
which  can  assist  in  the  ground  work." 

Expansion  has  been  drawn  up  into 
three  phases.  Phase  I  includes  finalizing 
a  permanent  plan  for  the  nine  holes  and 
bidding  the  harvest  of  timber  in  areas  to 
be  clear  cut. 


Thames  said,  'The  college  board  of 
trustees  has  begun  Phase  I  by  approv- 
ing the  employment  of  an  architect  at 
their  Aug.  1  meeting." 

'The  architect  will  now  meet  with  the 
appointed  committee  to  discuss  the 
project." 

Phase  II  includes  cleaning  and 
grooming  in  areas  where  the  timber  has 
been  harvested,  with  landscaping  to  fol- 
low. 

Phase  III  calls  for  construction  of 
greens  and  tee  bases.  Also,  installation 
of  an  irrigation  system  will  be  needed, 
along  with  planting  of  proper  types  of 
grass. 

Thames  said  that  presently  there  is 
$30,000  that  can  be  used  to  begin  the 
project  from  the  recent  sale  of  college 
property  timber.  Moreover,  the  town  of 
Wesson  has  agreed  to  contribute 
$10,500  from  grant  funds. 

Wesson  Mayor  Terri  Edwards  said, 
"We  must  pull  togetherand  be  motivated 
if  we  want  to  witness  the  completion  of 
these  nine  holes." 

She  added,  'This  project  will  serve 
the  people  of  several  communities,  and 
the  town  is  definitely  behind  it."

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Allen  remembered  as 

supporter  of  Co-Lin 

athletics 

Former  Co-Lin  Athletic 
Hall  of  Fame  inductee  W.C. 
"Pop"  Allen  of  Jackson  died  April 
10  at  age  67,  after  fighting  a 
battle  with  cancer. 

A  longtime  supporter  of 
Co-Lin  and  its  athletic  program, 
Allen  played  football  at  the  col- 
lege in  the  late  1940's  after 
completing  high  school  at  Co- 
piah-Lincoln Agricultural 
School.  He  then  went  on  to 
Delta  State  University  where 
he  became  a  vital  part  of  the 
Statesmen  football  team.  Allen 
was  also  a  graduate  of  Missis- 
sippi College. 

Known  for  his  involvement  in  public  education,  Allen 
spent  38  years  with  the  Jackson  Public  School  system.  He 
began  there  as  a  football  coach  at  Central  High  School  in 
1 955  before  becoming  athletic  director  for  the  entire  system. 
Allen  retired  in  1 986. 

National  recognition  came  to  Allen  in  1 981  when  he  was 
named  Athletic  Director  of  the  Year. 

He  was  a  member  of  Alta  Woods  Baptist  Church  and  was 
a  veteran  of  World  War  II  having  served  in  the  Army. 
Captured  at  the  Battle  of  the  Bulge,  Allen  was  a  prisoner  of 
war  until  it  ended. 

Survivors  include  his  wife,  Donis  Weeks  Allen;  sons, 
William  Curtis  Allen,  Jr.  of  Hattiesburg,  Henry  Allen  of  Clinton, 
Larry  Allen  of  Clinton;  daughter,  Patsy  Gladney  of  Jackson; 
a  sister,  Eva  Walley  of  Brookhaven;  and  six  grandchildren. 
Co-Lin  President  Dr.  Billy  Thames  said  of  Allen,  "'Pop' 
touched  many  people's  lives,  and  he  had  a  special  interest  in 
this  college." 

Allen  served  the  college  as  both  president  of  the  Alumni 
Association  and  the  Athletic  Alumni  Association.  He  was  also 
chosen  an  Alumnus  of  the  Year.

"Pop"  Allen,  and  the  late  Henry  Spurgeon  Allen  have  estab- 
lished a  scholarship  at  Copiah-Lincoln.
